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Moscow Limits Cease Fire Talks 
To Military Questions In Korea 


Wants China ’Volunteers’ 
Included In Conference 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The State Department announcéd 
today that Russia has proposed the United Nations, North 
Korean and Red Chinese commanders negotiate a Korean 
armistice. 

The Soviet Union suggested armistice terms limited 
strictly military questions.” 

The proposal was made Wednesday to Ambassador Alan 
G. Kirk by Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Gromyko in 
Moscow. 

Gromyko, the department said, “indicated that it would | 
be for the military representatives of the unified com:nand | 
and of the Korean Republic command on the one hand and | 
the military representatives of the North Korean command | 
and of the ‘Chinese volunteer units’ on the other to nego- | 
tiate the armistice envisaged in Mr. Malik'’s statement.” 

Jacob Malik, Soviet delegate to the United Nations, put 
forward the original cease-fire suggestion in a speech Satur- 
day 

Kirk, on instructions from State Secretary Dean Acheson, 
called on Gromyko Thursday to seek a clarification of Malik’s 
speech,

“The armistice, Mr. Gromyko 
pointed out, would include a 
cease fire and would be limited 
to _ strictly military questions 
without involving any political 
or territorial matters; the mili 
tary representatives would dis- 
cuss questions of assurance 
against the resumption of hostil 
ithes. 

“Beyond the conclusion of an 
armistice the Soviet government 
had no specific steps in mind 
Iboking toward the peaceful set 
tlement to which Mr. Malik re 
ferred. Mr. Gromyko indicated, 
however, that it would be up to 
the parties in Korea to decide 
what subsequent special arrange 
ments would have to be made 
for a political ‘and territorial 
settlement.”

Sharp Attacks By Reds 


TOKYO (AP)—Aliied artillery 
today smashed a series of Chi- 
nese attacks which Lt.-Gen 
James A. Van Fleet warned may 
be forerunners of a new Com- 
munist offensive in Korea 

The United Nations ground 
commander foresaw no “major 
thrust immediately.” But, he said 
on a tour of the fighting fronts, 
“the Chinese appear to be build- 
ing up for another effort” to 
overrun U.N. lines 

Neither Van Fleet nor the su- 
preme allied headquarters of Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway would dis- 
cuss’ a Russian cease-fire propo- 
sal, 

Sharp fighting flared all across 
the central front as opposing 
armies continually probed enemy 
lines. 

Heaviest action was near Kum- 
hwa, where a Red battalion at- 
tacked a U.N. division Wednes- 
day night. Allied artillery broke 
up the attack in, the early-morn- 
ing hours. 

Other attacks followed 
daylight. Allwere smashed. 

In the adjoining Kumsong sec- 
tor, two other Red battalions beat

B.C.H.1.S. “deficit”. The deficits of the pagt two years have been caused by the increased 
cost of running the hospitals. 
Hospitals are costing more to run because: 
Labor is costing more. 
Drugs and supplies are costing more. 
Additional money is needed to run new hospital beds. 


Since the Hospital Insurance Service started 24 years ago, the wages of hospital 
employees have risen in proporation to other forms of émployment. The increase in the 
past two years amounts to a yearly item of $4,800,000 and takes $10 of every premium. 


The increased cost of living has hit the price of drugs and supplies. Drugs, medical 
and surgical supplies have increased by $700,000 a year, and food and other supplies by 
$800,000 a year. is totals $1,500,000 extra a year. 


Every new hospital bed costs between $3,500 and $4,000 a year just to run it. 500 new 
hospital beds raises the total yearly cost of running the hospitals by about $1,800,000. 


These three factors together are responsible for the deficits of the past two years. 


In estimating how much the Service would pay to the hospitals this year, the 
hospitals’ budgets were examined very closely and reduced by $750,000 to cut costs without 
cutting services. After this amount had been deducted, it was still obvious that this 
year’s hospital costs would be $2,811,000 higher than last year’s. This is because: 

$1,480,000 more is needed to run new hospital beds. 
$845,000 more is needed to pay increased hospital labor costs. 
$286,000 more is needed to pay increases in drugs and supplies. 
$200,000 more is needed for miscellaneous increases. 

Last year, there was a $1,500,000 deficit which was paid by the government. Therefore, 
this year an increase of $1,500,000 is necessary, plus the extra $2,811,000 needed to meet 
the increased hospital costs. This makes a total of $4,311,000 needed this year, over and 


above what)was received last year. To meet this, premiums were increased by 75c a month 
and co-insurance started (co-insurance will be explained next week). 


The original premiums could not be stretched to meet these increased costs any more 
than a 1948 pay aoe would cover today’s cost of living. 


The government does not state that the present method of financing the Hospital 
Insurance plan is permanent, but states that it was absolutely necessary to raise the 
premiums by 75c a month in order to carry on a plan which is proving to be a benefit te 
the people, the hospitals, and the municipalities of the province.

Seeks Golfing History 


Locke 


LONDON (CP) The great 
shotsmith, Bobby Locke, will face 
the severest test of his golfing 
career when he tees off next 
month at Royal Portrush, North- 
ern Ireland, in defense of his 
British Open title 

The South African wizard, still 
riding the crest of success among 
the world's topmost professionals, 
has set his heart on a repeat vic- 
tory, although he knows the odds 
are heavily against him. 

If he can make it, however, 
Bobby will be the first player to 
win the British Open three years 
in’ succession, since the tourna- 
ment was extended to 72-holes in 
1892. All the winner reaps finan- 
cially is a meagre purse of £300. 

“It is my ambition to achieve 
something no other golfer has 
done before,” he said. “I realize, 
of course, it will take some doing, 
but if good fortune is with me I 
will give the boys something to 
shoot at.” 

The last man to win the Open 
three years running was Bob 
Ferguson in 1880-81-82, but the 
championship then was played 
over an 18-hole route. Two others,

the title chase July 2, only 180 
players will be there to challenge 
Bobby’s dream—the lowest entry 
since 1921.

Supplying The Necessary Lift 


Actually if Edmonton and Calgary were admitted to the 
W.LL., traveling expenses would be no more a burden on majority 
of clubs than at the present as Calgary is something in the 
neighborhood of 500 miles from. Spokane, the same distance as 
Salem is from the inland empire. 

With Edmonton in almost the same position as Dallas, Texas, 
once was as the heart of the oil empire, it is quite conceivable 
that either or both Calgary and Edmonton could draw close 
16°200,000 a season. Ariateur games Sometimes draw 3-4,000 and 
blessed with tremendous civic pride, both Calgary and Edmonton 
could be expected to support their clubs to the hilt as they have 
done if hockey and football.

EVENTUALLY WE took down 
the Man with the Hoe. He 
wasn’t commanding the proper 
Tespect and we didn’t think he 
shouuld be subjected to the 
Tibaldry the picture provoked. 
But Millet had scored his point. 
He'd put a serious dent in those 
high-sounding phrases “© about 
the aignity of toil and the 
majesty of labor. There wasn't 
miich dignity, and no majesty 
at all, in the poor old guy 
hunched over his wooden club 
with the iron cross-blade at the 
bottom of it 

The psychology didn’t seem to 
fit into the current thought of 
the age—an era of mechanical 
inventiveness in which back- 
soul-corroding drud- 
@ery seemed to be merely a 
symbol of medieval backward- 
ness. 

We've _thought, since then, 
that we probably should put old 
Millet back on the wall just to 
remind the youngsters that 
there is such a thing as work. 
and that they can’t be Aesop's 
Grasshopper all their lives. 


THERE ISN’T MUCH point in 
telling the kids that during our 
fathers’ time children went to 
work, part-time at the mills or 
were articled as apprentices, 
when they were about 10 years 
old.. Child labor isn’t the ob- 
jective. It's the horrible 
example. But maybe it's = im- 
portant to give #& little-emphasis ’ 
to the fact that some work has 
to be done by everybody. A 
youngster can’t just go to grade 
school, to high school, to college, 
to muniversity and then graduate 
to an old-age pension. Some- 
where in there, work is bound 
to raise its ugly head. 

And to some of us old fuddi- 
duddies, it seems a bit Important 
to see that children don't emerge | 
onto the labor market with the 
idea that they can claim high 
salaries right from the start. A} 
lot of boys acquired a peculiar 
outlook on life bechuse they | 
were able to do that during the 
war years. 


THERE’S THE classical 
example of the boy who got 
tired of Grade 5 after his first 
three years in it. and,went to 
work at the shipyard, where he 
pulled down a bigger pay cheque 
than his teacher. When the 
shipyard started to shake out 
some of its less-skilled help, he 
returned to the labor market 
with a Grade 5 education and a 
unique idea of his value. to the 
productive forces of Canada. 

When you figure it out, you'll 


probably come to the conclusion 
that berry-picking ovides a 
desirable introduct to work. 


A*youngster in his or her early 
teens. can do it. The job isn’t 
soft. A kid has to pick, usually 
under a hot sun, for his or her 
mgney. And he or she is paid 
for production—not for -effort, 
or attitude. A dollar, paid by a 
berry-farmer to a hot and tired 
youngster for so many boxes of 
berries, has a little more sub- 
stance to it than a dollar flicked 
from the old man’s pocket book 
for spending money. 


EARNED IN THE fields, a 
dollar has a more fully’ under- 
stood value. To acquire it, a 
kid has to go over a large sec- 
tién of ground—not as far today | 
as in his father’s time—and to 
pick a fair amount of fruit 
That dollar doesn’t blow away 
quite so quickly in town. 

A milkshake at the soda 
fountain represents something 
more than the small change a | 
youngster weedied from the old 
man. It becomes the end pro- 
duct of a little work. 

“The kid may think there 
ought to be an easier way of 
making a buck—and there is 
But if it’s honestly come by, 
that easier buck is attained by | 
developing skill, by a little more 
study in school and a higher 
aeademic rating, or by the ap- 
lication of the brain as well as 
the body to mechanical and 
- technical courses. 


IT ISN'T TRUE to say that 
work never hurt anybody. The 
Man. with the Hoe worked too 
hard and suffered from it. But 
there’s a happy medium. | And 
in-work there are certain muscle | 
building factors, mental, moral | 
and physical, that aren't found 
in a quick buck indulgently or | 
illegally acquired. |
